Glee Club 
Radio Broadcast 

On Friday, September 2, the 'Vic- 
toria Glee Club broadcasted on the 
“Parade of Choirs.’’ This was a half- 
hour programme at 10:30 p.m. on 
CBU, Vancouver. 

The choir director w^as Mr. J. 
Roberto Wood and the accompanist 
Lorraine Brand. Soloists were Mar- 
lene Vance, Ellis Achtem and Art 
Anderson. 

The varied program ranged from 
the Latin “Adoramus Te’’ to the 
American folk songs, “Groundhog” 
and “Going to Boston.” Other selec- 
tions included Negro spirituals, sea 
shanties and Irish selections. 

Arrangements were made for the 
broadcast to be tape recorded and a 
permanent recording will be left at 
the College. Long-playing records of 
the complete broadcast or 78 r.p.m. 
records with either one or two selec- 
tions on each side will be available to 
the students. Prices will be an- 
nounced. 


Controlled experiments reveal that- 
the sound of radio, ^conversation and 
street traffic are not conductive 'to the 
most effective work and shoyld be 
Eliminated as much as possible. The 
desirable environment is an attractive, 
simply furnished room, fresh air in 
motion and a moderate temperature. 
Make this a habitual place to study. 
A familiar place immediately sug- 
gests the idea of study and the proper 
reaction of starting to work becomes 
a conditioned response. 

The table or desk and chair should 
be the right size to allow a comfort- 
able upright posture with the feet 
touching the floor. A soft, easy chair 
which invites complete relaxation is 
undesirable since a certain muscle 
tonus is necessary for the most effec- 
tive work. 

Eight hours of sleep is generally 
considered a good average though 
many profess to be able to get along 
with less. Since the first hours of 
slumber are the most restful, some 
students find it profitable to set the 
alarm and wake to do an hour or so 
of work during the night. 

In planning a study schedule, ar- 
range for the alternation of different 
types of work, such as reading, writ- 
ing, memorizing, problem solving and 
handwork so that weariness due to 
long stretches of one kind of activity 
can be avoided. Two types of rest 
period should be provided — brief two 
to five minutes periods between half- 
hour of periods of study and longer 
periods for recreation at convenient 
times. If the time for relaxation be- 
tween short periods of study is longer 
than a few minutes, efficiency may be 
sacrificed in getting back to work 
again.

It would 
mean overlooking the fact that the 
noise in the library lately has been 


so offensive that there have been 
complaints of overcrowding in the 
Public Library. Why, it would even 
mean overlooking the fact that, un- 
less the Men’s Athletic Director can 
make an effort to follow the formal 
proceedure in making athletic awards, 
it would be better in future to refrain 
from nominating any award winners 
at all.

“Duke Ellington”

Back in the early ’40s during the war all the jazz enthusiasts in 
Victoria were happy about a coming first appearance of Duke 
Ellington and his Famous Orchestra at the old York Theatre. The 
advance publicity was excellent and we could hardly contain our- 
selves waiting for the big day. Finally, it came, and there we were 
in the musty old York Theatre, biting our nails and making as 
much noise as we could get aw^y with, waiting for a horrible grade 
Z western movie to end. At last Pinto Pete had disappeared into the 
sunset with Calamity Jane, the screen was raised and on the stage 


the Duke! What a moment! Before 
the curtain actually rose the band 
swung into their new theme “Take 
the ‘A’ Train” and as the curtain 
rose Duke himself, immaculate in a 
beautiful Palm Beach suit, took his 
seat at the piano. The applause' was 
deafening. “ ‘A’ Train” is just right 
to begin a show. It has a moderate 
bouncy tempo and at once gets the 
orchestra and audience together in a 
happy relaxed mood. Ray Nance, 
then new with the band, came down 
from the trumpet section and capti- 
vated everyone present with his sensa- 
tional horn work and puckish person- 
ality. 

THE BAND AT ITS BEST 
We were not disappointed. At the 
time the Ellington band was at one 
of its peaks and boasted such great 
names as Carney, Hodges, Bigard, 
Webster, Stewart, Blanton, Nanton 
and Brown. As a matter of fact every 
man in the band was a star in his 
own right. However, the great success 
of the whole band was due mainly to 
one fact. These men were not “prima 
donnas.” They had nearly all worked 
U good many years with Duke and 
thoroughly understood his musical 
ideas. This alone would have made 
the orchestra just a beautifully precise 
musical mechanism like the great 
Glenn Miller outfit. Duke’s men did 
more than this. Each man wa^ able 
to fit his own musical individuality 
with that of Ellington and the other 
men in the band. Duke’s genius comes 
in his talent to bring the music out of 
these men and above all in his un- 


ceasing flow of musical ideas and his 
rich imagination. 

A TUNE IS BORN 

Those lucky enough to be present 
at an Ellington “rehearsal” have told 
us just how such things as “Harlem 
Air Shaft,” “Braggin’ in Brass,” 
“Perdido,” “Reminiscing in Tempo,” 
“The Sergeant Was Shy,” and “Soph- 
isticated Lady,” are composed. Duke 
will have an idea of perhaps just a 
few notes and play it on the piano. 
Then, Johnny Hodges will invent 
a phase utilizing the theme and 
Rex Stewart will come up with 
an idea for a figure in the trumpet 
section. Juftn Fizol will try a trom- 
bone obligato. Perhaps Sonny Greer, 
the drummer, who was with Duke 
for nearly thirty years, will come up 
with a rhythmic idea. Finally, after 
much work they will come up with a 
complete new composition which Billy 
Strayhorn the arranger )will take 
down and orchestrate for the band. 
So, another original Ellington tune 
is born. It may be sad or it may be 
gay, it may be quiet and restful, or 
it may be wild and frenetic but you 
can be sure it has that unique Elling- 
ton sound. 

This is leading up to the very im- 
portant fact that on April 30 (exams 
will be over) we will be privileged to 
hear Duke Ellington playing for _ a 
concert and dance at the Memorial 
Arena. Admission is surprisingly low 
at $1.50 each with the proceeds going 
to charity through the good offices of 
the Cosmopolitan Club, who are spon- 
soring the affair.

He pointed out how Can- 
ada can be especially helpful in aid- 
ing hydro-electric development and 
the fishing industry.
